She registers 07 loii.s. and 
is eoiiiiiianded by Capt. Ilageinan. At 
the otlice of I he .Alaska Coiiiiiiorcial Co. , 
Louis Slos.s staleil the company had re- 
ceived 111) aiitlienticatud reiiorts. "At 
any rate," ho said, "whether the seizure 
has been iiiiiile or not, I think private 
sealers will be chary about going into 
Helii ing's sea next year. Secretary Kay- 
aril, 1 boliovu, intends to protect our 
lease. If not done, we will nave a j iist 
claim nijainst the government, and one 
that will be pushed. Our franchiao ex- 
pires in two years."

Passengers, baggage 
ami mails were transferred to the steamor 
Rainbow, which reached bei'o at 0:30 p. 
m., connecting with tho Atlantic express, 
which was hold over awaiting her. The 
Yoseinite iiroceeded to Victoria with an 
improvised rudder. 

-A young girl named Bott, two yeara 
old, received severe injuries last night 
through tho accidental discharge of a gun. 
Two lingers of the hand were amputated 
and the arm and face are badly mutilated. 
The sufferer is progressing very well 
under medic;il treatment. 

The corner stone of the now Masonic 
and Odd Fellows' building will bo laid 
to-morrow with imposing coremonios. 

The long lookoil for rain is at last aet- 
liiigiu. The weather has been cloudy 
all day and a light rain is now falling. 

A Sunday's outing. 

Having provided ourselves with Sunday- 
excursion and berth tickets our party 

went on board the good steamer Yoaemito 
last Saturday evening at !) o'clock. After 
siieiiding an hour atthe[)iano, we retired, 
to arise next morning with the boat mid- 
way between I'lumpor's Pass and the 
miiinlaiul. AYhile,with Mount Baker in his 
grandeur to the right, watching tho 
.sharply delined line dividing the fresh, 
muddy colored waters of tho Fmsor from

which the luoruiiig air had sharpened our 
apjjetites. Shortly after eight wo landed 
at Vancouvor; where we discharged 
through passenger^ and freight. Our 
{party remained by the boat, and 
Soon after left for Moudyville, where 
we silent a delightful two houi-s with 
Mayor Powers roaming about. The day 
wa.s very warm; but the very sound of the 
dashing of tlio mountain stream which is 
carried intu the mill, gave a delicious 
sense of coolness to the air. Everything, 
trees, shrubs, grass, are of a rich fresh 
green. Back to Vancouver about 1:15 
o'clock, giving ns throe hours to view tho 
city, which has sprung up Phrenix like in 
a year, and to enjoy lunch. At 2 o'clock 
p. m., after tho arrival of the Atlantic 
express, we jiuU out. If i)os8iblo, our 
trip down is even more enjoyable, amid 
the ever-changing pannraina which greets 
us as the Yoseinite threads her way amid 
the network ^of islands which stud tho 
gulf, and we reach A'ictoria at about 8 
o'clock, a little wearied, but a little soriy 
as well that our trip has come to an end, 
to resume business next morning, re- 
newed and refreshed by the o^ir.e of a 
jaunt which, though .short and costing 
little, oilers a greater variety of scenery 
c liiiMto and circuinstauces, than any other 
on tho coast.

A Good Whale Ca'.,cli-Settl<.iiir Niws-Upatli 
of II Siiilur. 

The bark Pearl, wliicli Ims beoii iictiiig 
as tlio fceiulor of tho Pacilic Oil Fleet, ar- 
rived ill port yesterday after a voyaL;o of 
tweuty-ouo days from the Arctic. Caj)- 
taiii Manning reports everybody in good 
health and th(f. eateh very good, being far 
in excess of the catch at the Bamo tiiuo 
last year. As usual, the stoaui whaler, 
tho Orca, has the luvijest aitch, haviii'^ 
captured seven wlialus. FdUtiwin^; is tiio 
catch up to the 30th of July: Baleiia J, 
Orca 7, Thraslier (i, liahij^a .'i, (irauipua 
4, Narwhal 4, Luoretia4, J. A. Howling 
1, Nottliorh Light:; 4^ schooner James A. 
Hamilton 2, Belvidefo ' 4; Wanderer 2, 
Bounding Billow 4, and Hunter 3 whaloa. 
Tlie barks Francis I'.iluier, the luo, and 
the Fleetwiiii^' liave so far been unsuc- 
cessful, neitiier iuu ini; captuii'il a wliale. 

Tlie HcluKjuer Lottie Fairtiekl, Captain 
Yarmouth, has caj)bured 1,G0U sealskins, 
snd^the schooneF AIIie i^. Algar has 974 
skins. Both vessels report all hands 
well. At the same date last year tlie im- 
tire fleet had only captured eleven 
whales. As each whale is worth about 
$600, the prolils to the ship owneis will 
. be tery large. 

The Pearl broui,dit down 55,457 pounds 
of whalebone, 02 casks of oil, 7 casks of 
ivory and 24 packages of furs. She also 
brought down a kyauk and a canoe, which 
will bo sent to the Smithsonian insti- 
tute. 

Captain Manning reports tiie death at 
Port Clarence of George Gifftird, a native 
of Nova Scotia, 35 years of ago, and a 
: saQor on board tho bark Wanderer. He 
had been transferred to the Pe.arl for 
l)assaee to San I''ranciscn, but died before 
thoy left the harbor. 'I'lu^ I'earl brought 
down Stephen Lindsoy and 15. Petersen, 
two sailors belonging to tho steamer 
Baluga, who wore too sick to remain in 
the Arctic. 

Captain Haverside, of the seiioouer 
Spy, also returned, leaving his schooner 
up at Point Barrow for tlie wirtor. .S.

A HOUaiBLE CRIME. 

Exiunlntitilin or 'WitiicisReg iii tile UUIur and 
Dvlny, Muriter Case— The I'rlsouer Renialus 
Cool anil ludillercnt- Suiicrluteiuleut 
Uoycratt's Cliargo. 

l,>umlel, a Salmon river Indian, was 
charged yostorday afternoon before Mr. 
E. Johnson, S. M., with the murder of 
Dring and Miller. Tho accused was ro- 
preaented by lyir. W. Pollard. 

Sujit. Roycraft, who appeared to prose- 
cute, addressed the court, entering into 
full particulars regarding the case. Dring 
and Miller were old settlers. Dring was 
last aeon on tho 13tli February, 1886. A 
man named IMlley wont to Dring's house 
mid on pushing open tho ' door 
discovered tlieiii en doiid. The stiper- 
inleiideiit hoped to show that the 
only object in the niurdor was revenge. 
Miller's hinise was four hundred yards 
from the beach. A peculiar circumstance 
is this. In Miller's barn Dring's horse 
was found, showing that Dring intondud 
passing the night in Miller's house and it 
is lu-esuiiied that Miller having seen tho 
canoe near the beach, and naturally fool- 
ing iiervoiis, asked Dring to pass tho 
night w ith him. The murder took place 
on .Saturday, the J.'Uli February. On the 
."ith of February an Indian named Kawnss 
was h.itigi.'d at Nanaimo, and at the trial 
(,>iiiiilet, who was a brother of the prison- 
er, gave eviileuce whii-li led to the coiivic 
tion of Kawasa. Tlu! executioner was an 
tdd Missoiirian, was a callous man and 
had evidently boon u.sod to the business, 
for ho went on tho scaffold without any 
covering to his face, only a handkerchief 
ovi'i- his hair. .\ short time after this 
(Jniiilet, in a cimvers.itioii with others in 
llii^ I'jiiclataw camp, asked who the haiig- 
iiian w,-is, and upon being told said that 
he (the liaugnian) 'Uily had a few days to 
live. The peculiar part of tho atlair 
is thill, this hangman lived and work- 
ihI about one mile and a ipiarter fruni 
iM iller's house. (hi Ihe iiioriiing of Ihe 
miirdei- the prisoner and his brotlier 
.i ohiinie left N.-m.-iinio ami returned on 
1 he evening 111 .Sunday. I'hey li;id their 
muskets with them, and he hoped to 
prove that thoy did what he stated tlur- 
iiig tho trial, .fohnnie died last winter, 
being frozi'ii to (h'alli. .-Vuother peculiar- 
ity wliich the siipi-riiilelidelit hoped to 
]irovoto his honor was ihe striking resem- 
blance of .'\lillcr lo the liaiigiii.-in and that 
the Indians left Nanaimo with the express 
object of killing the hangman. Ho had 
boon led astray by being told by the Na- 
naniio authorities that Qumlot had never 
left the Indian camp of that city. Having 
ohlained further evidence, a short time 
since, the siipeiinteiident gave orders to 
the Nanaimo authorities to go to Cape 
Mndge and arrest Oinulet, if possible. 
Thoy did so, but mismanaged tho expedi- 
tion, allowing Qutnlot to slip through 
their hands. On the 8tli of August he 
(the siiperiiil eliileiil ) and a force proceed- 
ed m irl li in .-i sU-;imi-r uiul succeeded in 
arrisstiiig (Juiiilet. in a canoe at Comux. 
When he was brought on hoard thesteam- 
er Qumlet said to tho woman who was on 
board the steamer I hal if she would keep 
her iuoiilIi shut anil not say aiiylhing, he 
Would giv e lie|- a l irge canoe worth S^loO. 
Ill' s.-iid. also, that he knew that the white 
nieii were after him and was very glad 
that ho bad got through his pothitch, as 
ho had nothing now to give away and he 
would not lie afraid to die. This witness 
would lie pl od iK-ed at a future time. U])-

Mil- 
ler's house that day: his (witness') boy 
(ieorge had gone foi I he mail and having 
met Driiig gave him his mad. The witness 
went down on Sunday to give Miller his 
mail; when be got to Miller's house, opiiii 
v-il ihecliioi .-unl went inside saying, "good 
m.iriiiiig to Villi; " did not. t.ike .-my iiotiia-;

was cut nut .if the fence; Iheoiit! pioduceil 
is tho same; was also present when the 
caata of the foot prints wore taken; they 
are an exact representation; the two men 
had been dead two days wlnui Ik^ examin- 
ed them; the night of the niurd.'r was very 
stormy; rememhored it from the fact that 
ho was going across the Oyster bay trestle 
and was nearly blown off; know where 
Kupor island is; it was not possible that a 
oauoe could pKss from the island to Mil- 
ler's house on that evening; it was too 
stormy to pass without great danger; saw 
tracks on going down to the beach; one 
was what witness took to be a miner's boot 
an.l the other a woman's foot; the execii-, 
tioner .if Kawass was named Dick; knew 
him well; ho wus a teamster at Nanaimo;

INDIAN SJfUaGLERS. 

A Kormcr Lueratlvc Trade DwhiilUiig away 
ThroUBli Aborigliml SiiiukbUiib 
Kriiiii the tiiiuml. 

Coinplaints aii' coiist.intly being made 
by \'icloria inerchants that the trade with 
the Indians, at one time so important, an 
item in their business, is fast dwindling 
into a very small matter, owing to the ex- 
tensive smuggling now carriecl on by the 
aboiiirines. .Since the time thoy have 
bei'ii so generally employed in the bop 
lields of WiishingUm Territory they have 
gradually been leaving this city as their 
base of supply, and buying in Seattle and 
Tacoma, not only spending the wages ac- 
quired for work in tlio hop fields but 
those .'ilso earned in tho canneries of the 
Fraser .iiid the coa.ft. .\t one tiuie.fohii- 
sonstri'et merchants enjoyed the chief 
p.utioii of the Indian trade, and it was 
then ,'i lucrative one, but the smuggling 
ludpt^iisities of the Iiidiaiig has almost 
wiped it out, and Sound dealers are reap- 
ing the beiielit. The ipiestion is a matter 
that should eng.age the \ igilant jittention 
of our customs .illi.'ors, and a few seizures 
of sinnggle.l g..ii.ids would ]u-.>bably be the 
means of eonvineing tho Indians that it 
w ill be more economical to purchase their 
supplies at the proper source.
